for the hard track and that had he been 
equipped with more appropriate ones he 
would not have stumbled. It now com es to 
light that after the race the spikes of his shoes 
were compared by several interested parties 
with those of the shoes of A. F. Cop- 
land and F. Westing and all three pairs 
were found to be the same, Ever since the 
race a Detroit journal has alluded to it as be- 
ing a fluke simply on account of Owen being 
handicapped in the above-mentioned way. It 
is thought by the knowing ones who saw the 
race that Owen was very much off his form, 
for the mere fact of his showing such nervous- 
ness at the start shows how he was unstrung. 

He ls a new man in rupning, and when he 
won the 100-yard championship of Amer- 
ica he had no reputation at stake and 
probably was enabled to run such a 
good race then simply forthat reason. After- 
ward, wnen he saw whata great man he was 
in the way of sprinting, he probably looked 
forward to the Canadian championship meet- 
Ing, knowing that be had a reputation to de- 
fend. Being unused to the feelſug he went all 
to pieces, and before he fell in tae race, which 
was about forty rds from home, he was so 
far back that further pursuit would have been 
useless. The probabilities are that the fact of 
having been beaten since he won the Ameri- 
can championship will enabie him to walk up 
to the next race with enough freedom to show 
a good performance.

There was an exciting scene in Recorder 
Hobbs’ office this morning which nearly re- 
sulted in bloodshed, when two men claimed 
to be the father of a young lady about to be 
married, one ordering the clerk to refuse the 
license and the other ordering him to issue it. 
This sensational affair was the denoument of 
a strange mixture of lives extending over 3 
period of twenty-five years. 

To start at the beginning: Fredericka M. 
Weige was a pretty German girl about thirty 
years ago in a small hamlet in Germany, and 
was married to a young man named 
Carl Dorman. They had three 
children, and when the youngest was three 
years old they moved to New York City where 
a few years later Mr. Dorman died. Mrs. 
Dorman wore widow’s weeds for about a 
year when sbe married a man named Frederick 
Schaeffer, a German, who also came from the 
same province of Germany. About eighteen 
yearsago Mr. and Mrs. Schaeffer came to 
St. Louis with the three children by her 
former marriage, and shortly after her ar- 
rival bere she gave birth to another child, a 
girl, who was christened in the Independent 


Evangeiical Protestant Church on Eighth and 
Walnut streets. About two years after the 
birth of the child, Fredericka, so Mrs. Schaef- 
fer states, Mr. Schaeffer made the startling 
revelation to her one night that he was 
NOT LEGALLY MARRIED TO HER; 
that the paper or license she held was ‘a mere 
sham, and the person who performed the 
marriage ceremony was not a minister ora 
person authorized to perform a marriage 
ceremony.

HE Court of Inquiry 
appointed by Presi- 
dent Harrison to in- 
vestigate the abuses at 
Jefferson Barracks to- 
day followed up the 
lead given in yester- 
& @ay’s testimony and 

pushed the inquiry 
into the starvation of recruite. The court 
found abundant evidence to substantiate the 
eharges made in the Post-DIsPpaTcu. 

The frat witness put on the stand was Sergt. 
Hugh Thompson, who is in charge of the 
kitehen of Oo. A. Thompson is a very 
boyish looking, but soldierly man. The court 
wae very favoravly impressed with his 
frank face. Thompson was for three 
months before being made a Ser- 
geant a recruit at Jefferson Barracks. 
He had had experience there of the abuses 
which have made the life of a soldier 
intolerable for 84 per cent of the total enlist- 
ments there. 

He was asked what savings had been made 
from the rations allowed the men by the Gov- 
ernment, and from the company fund book 
explained this matter to the Recorder of the 
court. The book showed that a saving 
amounting to $40 haa been made in July. 
while there was na saving in September.

NEW Ton, Oct. 9.—The National House ot 
Deputies of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
this morning, immediately after assembling, 
received a message from the House of Bish- 
ops announcing that the following joint com- 
mittee on judicial systems had been appoint- 
ed to consider the question in course of argu- 
ment in the lower house relative to the crea- 
tion ofan appellate court. The committee 
consisted ofthe Rt. Rev. Bishops of Texas, 


Central New Tork, Pennsylvania and Ken- 
tucky. The Committeeon the Admission of 
New Dioceses begged to be discharged from 
the further consideration of the memorial 
from Nebraska and Michigan, asking for the 
erection of a new diocese within the limit of 
each of these States. The committee could 
not recommend the advisability of grant- 
ing the request and 
fore discharged. The 
Committee on Conference with 
of Bishops, in reference to resolution 8, was 
then taken up. Resolution 8, which provided 
for the recitation of the litany after morning 
prayer on Sundays, Wednesdays and Fridays 
and on ember days. The litany might also 
said every day in Lent. Several days ago o the 
2 was adopted by the House of Bish- 
s, but when it came before the 
ouse of Deputies it was re- 
jected. A committee of conference was 
then a inted and this committee came 
back t morning and a ge the 
House of Deputies to recede from the action 
it formerly took and adopt the resolution as 
passed by the House of Bishops. There was 
a long discussion over the manner ‘of brin 
ing the matter before the House. Some del- 
egates claim that the matter could be brought 
before the House by reconsidering the vote 
already taken. Finally Dr. Dix, who presided, 
ruled that the matter could. be put before 
the House in the form ofthe report of 
Committe on Conference. The roll of the 
dioceses was then called and it was found that 
there were only eighteen dioceses in favor of 
receding from their former action and thirty 
dioceses against it. Two dioceses were evenly 
divided in the votes of their deputies. So the 
House of Deputies sent back the resolution of 


the House of Bishops without {ts approval.

CHICKASAW SQAWMEN. 


A Decision Sustaining the Amendment Made 
by the Legislature. 


Br Telegraph to the Post- DISPATCH. 

DENISON, Tex., Oct. 9.—Yesterday the Su- 
preme Court of the Chickasaw Nation sus- 
tained the amendment made by the Chickasaw 
Legislature regarding eqawmen, or white 
men who have obtained rights in 
that Territory through marriage wit 
Indian women. The whites ciaimed that 


under the Indian constitution they bad the 
same right to hold property, office, or exer- 
clee the right of suffrage as did their red 
brethren. This decision will operate against 
the white element and will cause trouble, and 
will prove to be a prime factor in causing the 
Chickasaw and Choctaw Nations to the 
96th parallel weet to be. thrown 
open for settlement. Fully 80 per cent of the 
inhabitauts of the Chickasaw country are 
white, and they will 5 Congress to 
allot the lands in severalty, which means the 
complete disruption of the Indlan Govern- 
ment. 


AN INDIAN TERRITORY TRAGEDY. 


Col. Cal Sugg of Gainesville, Tex., Kills His 
Nephew.

GAINESVILLE, Tex., Oot. 9.—Col. Cal Sugg, 
a prominent cattle man, whose headquarters 
are in this city and in Dallas, kilied George 
Cantlebure, his nephew, and foreman on 
Sugg’s ranch, situated in Chickasaw and 
Comanche Counties, late Monday evening. 
The killing was done with a double-barreled 
shot-gun. The cause of the trouble has not 


been learned. Sugg has not been arrested, 
but will go to Paris, Tex., and surrender to 
the Federal authorities.

MUST COME TO ST. LOUIS. 


THE WORLD’s FAIR AND COLUMBUS; 
JUBILEE OF 1892. 


Congressmen Making a Careful Survey of 
the Ground, and Asking Significant 
Questions—The Feeling in New York— 
What the Map Shows—Work of the 
Kinance Committee. 


LTHOUGH the com- 
mittees having in 
charge the interests 
of 8t. Louis in the 
competition for the 
World’s Fair of 1892 
have been holding 
no meetings lately, 
they have been far 
from idle. In fact it 
may be said that the 
work done during 
the last few days 
will be found, when 
: the matter of loca- 
tion is brought before Congress, to have been 
the most effective of any that has 
been carried through since the agita- 
tion commenced. The Congressmen who 
were invited to attend the Veiled Prophets’ 
parade, the ball, the Fair, and the Exposition, 
have been taken in charge by Frank Gaiennie 
and a deputation from the General Executive 
Committee and escorted to the various points 
of interest. 
AMONG THE CONGRESSMEN 
present were Darwin 8. HilLof Minnesota; O. 
„H. Mansur, Chillicothe, Mo.; R. H. N 
Troy, Mo.; W. H. Wade, Springfield, 
R. Stockdale, Summit, Mivs.; C. A. 
Jackson, Miss.; O. A. Hill of Illinois; | 
Dubois of Illinois, and Fred T. Duis of 
Idaho. 

The representatives to the National Con- 
grees were escorted through the Exposition 
Bujiding, driven to the Fair, where a com- 
plete inspection of all the exhibite was made, 
and in the evening taken in charge by a dele- 
gation of members of the Executive Commit- 
tee and afforded a nne view of the Prophet's 
parade. They were invited to make the 
rooms of the Executive Committee their 
headquarters during their stay in the 
city, and have availed themselves of this 
invitation, the Congressmen spending nearly 
all their time in the Mermod & Jaccard buiid- 
ing when not engaged in sight-seeing. 

SOME SIGNIFICANT EXAMINATIONS. 

The Missouri Representatives have all placed 
themselves on record as favoring St. Louis, 
but the others have previously had no 


openly pronounced bearings. Since their 
visit to the city there have joined the Mound 
Olt —— essere. Stockdale and Hooker 
of U ssissippi, aud there is every reason to 
deve that the Representatives of other 
States will be found on the same 
side when the decisive vote is 
taken. Al) bave manifested great interest in 
the Fair and Exposition, but those who have 
accompanied them on their exoursions about 
the city, have noticed that particular atten- 
tion bas been paid tothe railroad accommo- 
dations, the grounds suitabie for a 3 
Fair, and the facilities ſor street car tra 
Asa ‘general thing visitors to the parks are | 
terested in the parks alone, but the Gon- 
gressmen requested that they be driven about 
the unoccupied grounds adjacent and 
asked many questions as to the 
acreage of tracts that could be 
obtained in case of necessity, the drainage 
facilities, the height above the river, and the 
means of communication that now existed, or 
could be called into existence. One or two of 
the delegates mate trips both north and south, 
avoiding the thickly settled sections, and pay- 
ing attention to the unoccupied ‘territory. 
Yesterday afternoon a request was made at 
the World's Fair headquarters that a detailed 
map of the city might be shown, and several 
Congressman studied it carefully, ask- 
ing many questions of the members 
of the Executive Committee preseat. A rvisit 
was paid to the Merchants’ Bureau of In- 
formation by a Mississippi Congressman, and 
an estimate obtained of the number of people 
that could be supplied with quarters. These 
facts are regarded as most indicative of an 
intention on the part of those making the in- 
quiries to advocate the cause of St. Louis. 
A CONGRESSIONAL OPINION. 

Last night an Illinois Congressman was 
looking over the register of visitors to the 
New Orleans Exposition, donated to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee by George D. Barnard. 
After running over the leaves he 
turned to a member of the Finance 
Committee and said: ‘‘In three years trom 
now St. Louls willbavea very much larger 
book than that to show for herself. 

„There is one thing that has struck all of 
us very forcibly since we have been here,’’ 
said one of the Congressmen to a member of 
the Executive Committee, ‘‘and thatis the 
delicate courtesy with which we have been 
treated. We come here on the invitation of 
the World’s Fair Oommittee, but only to see 
the Exposition and Fair. It would be impo- 
litic for some ofgus to express our preferences 
in regard to the World’s Fair at the present 
time, and I know that I for one hesitated be- 
fore i accepted the invitation, as I feared that 
embarrassing questions might be askod. To 
my surprise absolutely nothing of the kind 
has been done. Of course we all know 
that the gentlemen with whom we have been 
brought into contact are intensely interested 
in the candidacy of St. Louls, but not a word 
was said to us that could by any poses! 
bility be regarded as an attempt to 
commit us to the support of this 
city. Our questions were answered, 
but at the faintest intimation the subject was 
dropped. Ineversaw such perfect courtesy 
in my life. We appreciate it, I can assure

THE COMPARATIVE MAP. 

**A thing that has not been recognized, or 
at least not brought out with sufficient 
strength, is the map showing the popu- 
lation within the St. Louls circle as 
compared with those of New York and 
Chicago. Not only is the population living 
within a distance that can be covered in thirty- 
six hours + the railroad trains much larger 
within the St. Louls circle than within that of 
either of the other cities, but it is much more 
evenly distributed. Take New York, for in- 
stance. one-tenth of the popu- 
lation New York circle 
lives miles of the 
city. Chicago has a large population to the 
south and southwest, but to the northwest 
hae scarcely an thing. Itcan be seen from 
this thatthe Fair, if located in either city, 
would be primarily of local importance. 
Looking at the st. Louis circle it can be seen 
that ite population is very evenly distrib- 
uted in all airections and the location of 
the World’s Fair in St. Louis would make it 
truly national, and prevent it from being 
overpowered by local influences.’’

THE AUXILIARY COMMITTEES. 

The idea of forming auxiliary committees In 
other States, composed of former missiona- 
ries, has proved to be a most happy 
one. Already answers to the letters of 
those having this branch of the congressional 
agitation in charge are coming in, and in 
nearly every case the response has been an 
enthusiastic one. An auxiliary committee 
has been formed in Omaha, with a 
large membership. From the 
plies already received it is 
safe to count Montana in the &t.Louis column, 
as a very large percentage of the population 
of that State emigrated from Missouri, and 
the old attachment to their native 
State continues strong. Favorable replies 
have also been received from Dakota and 
Colorado and a telegram from San Francisco 
announces that the Missourians of California 
will do their duty. 

The attempts of Chicago to invade St. Louis 
territory have been more conspicuous for en- 
ergy than for success.

THE FINANOIAL STATUS. 

The Finance Committee has been steadily 
although quietly at work, and when the re- 
port is presented it will prove a surprise to 
the most optimistic believers in the ability of 
St. Louis to raise a large sum in a 
short time. Nearly all the books 
given to the collectors have been 
returned to Secretary John 8. Moffitt. The 
committee bas decided not to make the re- 
suite of the collection pnblic untila meeting 
of the Finance and Executive Committees can 
be held next week, but it is stated 
on excellent authority that in pearly 
every instance the allotments have been very 
largely exceeded, and that the footings show 
that over $4,500, 000 have already been 
pledged. This is exclusive of several heavy 
subscriptions which are sure to be made, but 
upon which corporations have not 
yet been able to pass. The railroad allotment 
of $1,000,000 is an instance. All managers have 
heartily recommended the appropriation of 
this amount, and express their confident be- 
lief that it will be donated, but until the ap- 
portionment has been made and the different 
directories have made appropriations, the 
result cannot be officially announced. Many 
of the large corporations are in the same situ- 
ation, and it is regarded as certain that 
when all contributions have heen re- 
ceived the total willl amount to not 
less than $7,000,000. When this is compared 
with the $800,000 of the Chicago fund, and the 
beggrariy $250,000 assured to the New ‘York Ex- 
ecutive Committee, it ie plain that the claims 
of St. Louis are as strong because of the pub- 
lic spirit of its citizens as they are on account 
of its natural advantages.

A PROMISING CAREER CUT SHORT. 


The Peculiar Methods Used by Mr. Max Solo- 
mon, Professional Beggar. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISsPaTcn. 

NEW YorKE, Oct. 9.—Police Justice Ford 
temporarily ended a modest but promising 
career last week by committing to the city 
prison for six months the person of Mr. Max 
Solomon, alias Seligman, who was convicted 
of recelying money on false pretenses. The 
story of Mr. Sclomon’s life would form ad- 
mirable material for an aspiring dramatist or 


novel writer had notits salient points been 
already employed in well-known works 
of fiction and popular plays. He wasa kind 
of ‘‘Jekyl-and-Hyde’’ man, who followed the 
methods of ‘‘Jim,the Penman,’’in ap amateur 
way. His lite was a dual one; he 
committed forgery wheneverthe exigencies 
of his business necessitated it and he secured 
all of the needful things and many of the lux- 
uries of existence by cultivation ofthe art of 
begaing. Thetalent which Mr. Solomon ex- 
hibited as a mendicant was that of positive 
genius, but, as in everything else, he only at- 
tained thishigh grade by continnous effort. 
His father wasa professional beggar before 
him and for years the son devoted himself to 
the study of how to live at somebody else’s 
expense. Thathe achieved a dazzling suc- 
cess was shown by the story of his captor, 
Special Officer Hebbard of the Charity Society, 
who ran him to the ground and secured his 
conviction. 

The case of Solomon, said Mr. Hebbard, 
%s one of the most peculiar that I have ever 
encountered. For several years we have been 
looking for him, but only lately picked upa 
progtable clue. We followed this up and 
caught him. Inthespring of 188 the society 
was informed thata young man hamed Max 
Solomon bad beencaliing upon well-known 

enerous people with a letter which he said 

ad been given him to deliver by nis father. 
It was signed ‘Henry Solomon,’ and begged 
for relief, as the writer was in bed with 
rheumatism and had a starving family on his 
hands. The bearer looked all right and 
the letter seemed plausible, so money was 
usually given. The address on the letter 
was No. 403 Kast Seventy-first street, but upon 
investigation it was found that no such per- 
son resided there nor was known in the neigh- 
borhood. We heard of the young man and 
letter from time to time, andon September 30 
received a telegram saying that a person 
whose description corresponded with Solo- 
mon’s had presented a letter the previous day 
at a house on Irving place and had agreed to 
come back the next morning for any aid that 
might be forthcoming. I wenttothe place at 
the time mentioned and found Mr. Max Solo- 
mon himeelf.’

In the formation of new States in 
the West any man acting from a politicai 
standpoint isa traitor to good government. 
We must look the situation squarely in the 
face. Whatis our condition? in my opinion 
it is this: The South and West bor- 
rowed millions of dollars in Eu- 
rope and the East in times when 
the purchasing power of a dollar was from 
25 to 100 per cent less than it is now. If 
money lenders can continue this condition 
or even increase the purchasing power of a 
dollar by contracting the currency

to $3 for every dollar we 
have borrowed. Owing tothe rapid develop- 
ment of the South and West the demand for 
an increased circulating medium has been so 
ope: that the purchasing power of a dollar 

nearly double what it wasa few years ago. 
This state of things will continue to grow 
worse, unless remedied. 
PROMPT ACTION 

may save thousands from bankruptcy and 
avert a financial crash unparalleled in 
the history of the nation. Such 
a financial crisis would add millions 
to the wealth of the money lenders of the 
East and impoverish the borrowers of the 
Sonth and West. Europe has practically con- 
trolled the coinage of silver in the United 
States, and profited by our stupidity. We 
now have it in our power to relieve ourselves 
and establish our commercial relations with 
the world in such away as to enable us to 
compete with any nation on earth. If this is 
not — 22 it will be because we have 
demagogues Congress instead of states- 
men. he United States produce about one- 
third of the gold and a little over two-fifths of 
the silver produced inthe world. Should we 
coin our silver instead of shipping a large 
portion of it to Europe in the shape of bullion 
at a heavy discount, the demand would in- 
crease and silver would go up at once. Under 
these conditions it is a mystery to me whv we 
submit to dictation from New York and Eu- 
rope.

MAJESTY’S ANNUAL VISIT.

Music Hall Transformed by His Mystic Pow. 
er Into a Royal Court—Grand Tabipaux [ 
Hepresenting Scenes From the Operas 
Miastrated—The Hall- Room e Scene of 
Splendor and Magnificence. 


AY was breaking 
this morning 
when the last of 
the  Prophet’s 
subjects jeft the 
temple of galety 
provided for his 
reception and 
took thelr way 
home.

The floats wére all described and illustrated 
in the last SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH. As the 
procession moved through the vast crowd 
each float awakened cheers, and the streets 
rang out withone prolouged hurrah for the 
grandeur of the spectacle. Each was a sur- 
prisé and each wasa wonder of beaaty and 
taste. The ingenuity of the artist had been 
woefully taxed, and never could human skill 
unaided have ‘produced works of such won- 
drous splendor.

MARRIED UN HIS DEATHBED. 


The Romance of Dr. Seth Eastman and Miss

FACED STORM AND FIRE. 


THE PERILOUS VOYAGER OF THE BRITISH 
STEAMER UNIONIST. 


During a Heavy Gale a Fiérce Fire Starts iu 
the Ceal Buankers—Officers and Mena 
Fight the Flames Day and — 
Explosions of Coal Gas— The Ship — 


By Telegraph to the PosTt-DIsPATCH. 

New Tonk, Oct. 9.—Running in the very 
teeth of agale which tossed ber like a chip on 
the waters, and with a red hot fre burning ia 
one of her coal bunkers, which threatened to 
destroy e stéamer, and which officers and 
crew worked day and night to subdue, is thé 
history of a good part of the voyage of the 
big British steamer Unionist, which steamed 
into this port from Liverpool yesterday. It 
was on September that the Unionist left 
Liverpool in ballast forNew York. There was 
a heavy westeriy gale blowing when the 
steamer left port. On the 2th the 
wind changed to the north-northwest 
and blew with almost hurricane force. 
A heavy cross-sea causéd the big Steamer to 
pitch so heavily that the sailors could hardly 
keep their feet, and at night they had to lash 
themselves in their bunks. On the 27th the 
storm abatéd slightly, but on the th the wind 
Whipped around to the west-southwest, and 
on thé morning of September 30, when the fire 
was first noticed, the Unionist was steaming 
against a gale which 

ALMOST BURIED HER. 

It was 5 o’clock in the mofning, and the vés- 
sel was in latitude 44 degrees, 54 minutes 
horth, longitude 37 degrees west, about mid- 
ocean, when Chief Officer Attenbrow saw a 
thin line of smoke forcing its way 
from underneath the bunker hatch on 
the port side of the bridge. He 


calléd Capt. Neale and qe ped they lifted — 
hatch, A dense volume of biack smoke poure 

from the hatchway, almost suffocating the 
Captain. All hands were at once summoned 

the hatch @as Sies and every erevice filled 
with oakum. Two holes were cut in the hatch 
arid barrels of water were poured into the 
bunker. At 10 o’clock the hatch was removed 
and two of the crew went down and began 
passing coal from the port bunker into the 
saddle back or cross hatch coal bunker. This 
bunker reaches en inely across the vessel and 
also acts as a feedér for the port and star- 
board bunker, from the bottom of which 
coal can de obtained in the fire foom, 
There were 160 tons in the port bunker where 
the fre was. The men were relieved at 1 
o’clock when Firemen James Farrell and T, 
Pearson took their places. alk an hour later 
the smuke and surphurous gases overcame 
the men. They were rescued with difficuity 
and tg not recover ¢onsciousness for some

BEAUMONT HOsPITAL DSSTROYED. 


The Building Burned to tHe Ground at a 
Late Hour Last Night. 


Fire wae discovered in the amphitheater of 
the Beaumont Hospital and Medical College 
building about 11 o’clock last night, and be- 
fore the flames could be placed under control 
the structure was a complete wreck. The 
fire was first noticed by Max Bisso,the janitor, 
who attempted to extinguish the flames. He 
was tnsucocesssful in Pres and by reason 


of the delay rapid spread 
of the fire the bunafag was on- 
veloped in flames before the Fire Department 
arrived. The firemen could then do nothing 
but tufn their attention to the adjoining prop- 
erty. The loss ie placed at on which 
there is an insuranve of only $10, 000. The 
fixtures, wax tgures,; ete., incréase the loss 
about $26,000, and added to this is a loss of 
about $14,000 to Dr. Waido prigg®. who had a 
private museum and some fine instruments in 
the college.
